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Lack of Coal Alone Will Cause Its Defeat if 
Sent to Meet Sampson’s Ships 
in Cuban Waters.

LONDON, May 5.—In all the Spanish naval plans to raise the Cuban blockade, 
the question of coal capacify and coal consumption by the Spanish fleet is of para- 
mount importance. 7 

In view of the fact,the Post-Dispatch has obtained from H.W.Wilson, author of 
“Tronclads in Action,” the most noted living British naval expert, a precise state- 
ment of just how coal considerations effect the operative powers of the Spanish 
squadron. He writes: . 

“The speed used will be economical—about 10 knots—until the American fleet 
or cruisers are sighted. The figures for the Spanish ships are as given below, based 
on a run from Cape Verde to Porto Rico. 

The Almirante Oquendo, Vizcaya and Infanta Marie Teresa have all 1200 tons 
bunker capacity, and with spare coal in bags—say 300 tons—they can carry a total 
of 1500 tons. With 10 days’ economical speed at a consumption of from 60 to 80 tons 
a day. the total barnt on the voyage would be from 600 to 800 tons. There remains, 
say 600 tons. enough for eight or nine days’ econqmical steaming. 

“The Cristobal. Colon has 1000 tons in her bunkers, and liquid fuel is reported 

Jn her double bottom. This is doubtful, but allow that it equals 200 tons of coal, 
with a deck-load of 250 tons, this gives a total of 1450 tons. ; 

“The Numancia has very economical boilers, with a consumption of 50 to 70 
itons a day, giving a total to Porto Rico of about 700 tons. This leaves 650 or 700 
‘tons. allowing for rather more extended operations than the other cruisers. 

“The destroyers Pluton, Terror and Furor can carry at their extreme limit 120 

tons, which may last a fortnight at economical speed if bad weather is encountered. 

“If the Spanish fleet meets Rear Admiral Sampson east of Porto Rico they must 
either run or fight. 

“If she fights Spain will be smashed, hands down. If the fleet runs, the Yankee 
cruisers, fresh from port, full up with coal, and in fine trim, will quickly overtake 

‘the rear ship and attack it. If the other Spanish ships stop to give help, Sampson’s 
battleships will come up and send the Spaniards to the bottom. 

| “The destroyers are very dangerous in smooth water, but in a heavy sea are 
not so formidable. Therefore, Sampson should attack as far west as may be, as the 
‘coal burned in their boilers ieaves the bunkers empty of coal protection. This is 
_gerious in the destroyers where the engines and boilers are protected by the coal. 

“Spain may try to run the fleet to an unobserved anchorage and coal there from 
‘collier’, but it is believed that there are no colliers with the Spanish fleet. 

“An anchorage that might be used by Spain is the Gulf of Ocoa, on Hayti 
‘coast. There is a very good unfrequented harbor at Martinique, or many on the 
South American coast.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—The officials of the Navy Department from the Sec- 
retary down are thoroughly indignant at the character of the stories coming from 
‘San Francisco as authentic accounts of the engagement of Commodore Dewey at 
Manila. One in particular excited indignation—that ascribing to Admiral Kirk- 
land, at Mare Island, the report of a-telegram from Commodore Dewey describing 
the terrible mortality on his own fleet. 

Capt. Crowninshield, Chief of the Navigation Bureau, declared that it was ut- 
terly impossible for news to come in any such fashion, and added that the depart- 
ment’s facilities for the receipt of information from Commodore Dewey's squadron 
were superior to those of any individual.

2m CHARLES THRALL BRINGS 
NEWS FROM HAVANA

He Is the Post-Dispatch and World Com- 
missioner Sent Into Blanco’s Lines 
in Cuba’s Capital.

: KEY WEST, May 5.—Charles Thrall, the Post-Dispatch and World com- 
missioner, who was krown as Holmes and who went into Havana to 

condition of the grounds there, was taken from the shore near Havana on 

night by the lighthouse tender Mangrove. He had come down to the beach to look 
for a rescuing boat, and when the Mangrove found him he was waving a flag to 
attract the attention of some ship of the fleet. 

Thrall has been of incalculable service to the Government, as he was well known 
in Havana. His correct name was withheld by the Post-Dispatch until he was 
safely out of Cuba with his report. Thrall was transferred yesterday to the cruiser 
Wilmington, when the latter. signaled to the flagship New York that she had Thral! 
on board. 

Admiral Sampson instructed the commander to place Thrall upon the flagship 
as soon as the Wilmington had performed a mission to which she had been assigned. 
Thrall had many thrilling adventures while on shore for the Post-Dispatch. Hig 
entire report on the condition of Havana and its defenses will be submitted te 
Admiral Sampson. It is understood that the Spaniards had a clew to the presence 
of a Post-Dispatch commissioner in Havana and made the most strenuous efforts to 


capture him. 

Thrall, acting as agent for the United States Government, went to Havana on the 
bark Matanzas the day after Gen. Lee arrived in Key West. He was a manager 
for the electric light works at Regla, opposite Havana. It is due to Yankee wit 
that he escaped. He was picked up by the Wilmington at Bacuranao, seven miles 
east of Havana. He told Admiral Sampson some important news relative to the 
changes in the guns at the Cojimar and Reina batteries which increased their 
strength as well as widened their fighting radius. 

According to Thrall there is yet no suffering in Havana for the necessities of 
life, and there has been no rioting of any consequence. The Spanish say they have 
100,000 men, counting volunteers and those who man the batteries, but Thrall be- 

: lieves there are not more than 50,000 in the city available at an hour's notice, 
“Ships and Guns May Change, but the American Sailors Never!” There has been as yet no marked increase in yellow fever or small-pox, which 
- | fact is due to the continued dry, cool weather. 

“Havana,” he said, “is eager for war. The opinion of the common people 
there now is that the Americans are afraid to engage the shore batteries. 

“When the fleet first arrived off Havana the city was panic-stricken. Failure 
to bombard at once had the effect of restoring confidence to some extent, and was 
accepted as evidence of fear of the shore batteries, and after the squadron had moved 
up and down for 48 hours without firing a gun, the tide of popular feeling began to 
set strongly for war. The popular feeling in Havana is that Spain will win.

No regiment ever went 
into camp under_more adverse conditions.

They awoke Thursday morning after a 
few hours’ troubled rest to find a pitifully 
scant meal awaiting them. their 
hard luck at the outset the boys are cheer- 
ful and, with few exceptions, well. 

Supper hour had passed when It was dis- 
covered that absolutely no provision to feed 
the men had been made. Capt. Duwal, the 
regular army quartermaster, came to the 
rescue and purchased bacon and coffee. 
The supper was late and frugal, but the 
nen devoured 't like ravenous wolves. 

[It was found, also, that there were only 
1m tenis to accommedate nearly. 1000 men, 
and no bedding. There was a similar ehort- 
age of blankets. 

The’ Government provided no tents and 
Col. Batdorf saw he would be hard pressed 
to quarter his men. Sleeping on the damp 
ground was out of the question. The me 
feers Were in a quandary, until, as a last 
resort, an appeal was made to Capt. Knight, 
eommander of the Barracks. He agreed to 
loan the regiment straw for bedding. Short 
ly before ll o'clock Col, Batdorf sent a de- 
tall of 8 tried men to the mule camp, a 
mile away, for the bedding. It was a wear- 
ing trip, over muddy roads. 

When the beds were all laid they were

ENGINEER'S DISCOVERY 
, MADE JUST IN TIME, 


It Is Thought Some &panish Sympa- 
thizer May Have Designed 
to Destroy Life and 
Property. 

Tenants of the Chemica] Bullding at 
Fighth and Olive streets are excited by 
the finding of what appears to be an in- 
fernal machine in the coal. 

The find was made by Felix Rocks, the 
night fireman, Tueeday night, but the mate 
ter was kept quiet until Thursday. 

Rocks detected the bomb just as he waa 
about to shovel it with some coal inte the 
furnace, 

What he saw in the dim light of the 
boller room was a cylinder about two inches 
and a half in diameter and about five 
inches long. It was closed at both ends, 
but out of one end protruded a fuse. ‘ 

Rocks did not comprehend, when he saw 
the thing lying with the coal on his shovel, 
What it meant, but when he examined it 
closely he realized what might have hap- 
pened had his eyes not detected the cylin- 
ler, The thought sickened him. 

Rocks did not examine the cylinder closely, 
for he didn’t know when it might go off. He 
was ata loss to know what to do with it, 
but concluding that it neeged fire or con. 
cussion to se: it off, he. carefully wrapped it 
up and laid it away where it would not be 
touched, Wednesday night he turned it over 
to Chief Engineer Reed, who notified Mr. 
still McHenry, manager of the building, 

The fact of the find soon became nolsed 
about through the building and caused a 
great deal of excitement. Tenants flocked 
into Mr. McHenry’s office to learn about 
the infernal machine, They discussed it 
in groups in the hallways and offices. 

Mr. McHenry reassured them by giving It 
as his opinion that the cylinder was not an 
infernal machine, orif it Was a spoiled cart. 
ridge head had come with the coal from tre 
mines in Iliinols. 

The infernal machine Is a queer-looking 
contrivance. 

The cylinder is made of tin and !s about 
the size of a small baking soda box. On 
one side of it are the remains of what was 
a label, which has been partially scratched 
off. The words “these cartridges” can be 


it was intended as an explosive. The tin 
is much discolored and rusted. Originally 
there was a cap to the eylinder at each 
end. From the middie of one of these the 
fuse protruded. 
Iengineer Reed removed the cap at this 
end, exposing the contents, a hard, whitish 
substance with a peculiar odor. Down 
through the center of this substance runs 
the small cylinder which carried the fuse, 
This small cylinder ts about half an inch 
in diameter and made of perforated tin. 
The whole affair would probably weigh 
about a pound. 

Engineer Reed could not tell the naturo 
of the substance in the cylinder. He took 
it to several powder men in the bullding, 
but none of them were able to give a satis- 
factory solution. He was advised to take 
it to a good chemist and have the substance 
analyzed scientifically. This will probably 
be done. 

Mr. Reed belleves firmly that the cylinder 
contains a high explosive’ and that it was 
put into the coal probably by some Spanish 
sympathizer who intended that it should 
destroy the building. 

“Felix Rocks, cur night fireman, found 
it,” said Mr. Reed. “He was shoveling 
in coal when he ¢eaw this thing on his 
shovel, just as he was about to toss the 
coal into the furnace. He examined it and 
concluded tt was a bomb of some kind. 
lie was badly frightened lie didn’t see 
me until late Wednesday night. I have had 
it sinee, trying to find out what it is It 
looks like an tnfernal machine to me. It's 
lucky thing Rocks didn’t throw it inte 
the furnace.”’ 

Mr. Estill McHenry, manager of the build- 
ing. was inclined to discredit the Import- 
ance of the find. fle admitted that he 
didn't know what the cylinder contained 
burt sald he did not beiieve it amounted 
to much. ie 
Richard Everett, formerly manager of the 
St. Nicholas Hotel, was one who examined 
the deadly looking cylinder, He could give 
no explanation of it. He read the blurred 
inseription, and sald it undoubtedly looked 
like an explosive of some kind.

As he did so the boiling grease burst into 
The flames filled the room in an 
instant, and Herman, badly frightened, ran 
to give the alarm. The engineer turned in 
‘an alarm that was sounded in the main hall. 
John Ende, the gat«man, turned in an alarm 
to the fire department. 
| The engineer, tireman 
‘employes, armed with fire extinguishers 
‘that are ecattered all over the buliding, 
fentered the kitchen and tin a few minutes 
had the fire out. When the Fire Depart- 
pe ‘nt arrived there Was nothing for it to 
do. The woodwork had not caught fire, 
and beside filling the k&®chen and several
